PAARA Field Day GOTA station 


In case you don't know, a GOTA or "Get On 
The Ajr" station is where experienced hams 
help unlicensed individuals and hams that have 
never been active (or long inactive) on HF get 
on HF and make contacts. 


Christopher Hoover AIGKG was the captain of 
the station. Roy Gross KM6EOO was the tutor 
and provided patient and skilled instruction 
throughout the day. Roy may be familiar to 
some of you — he was an extraordinary student 
of PAARA's GOTA station some years back. 


As with previous years, we used 
AI6KG's Elecraft K3S transceiver with an exter- 
nal speaker and a Heil desk microphone. For 
antennas, we had raised both an AERIAL-51 
Model 404-UL off-center fed dipole and a 
W1SFR KX3 HELPER end-fed "random wire" 
antenna. Both were put high into park trees 
with an Alan Biocca PADS pneumatic launch- 
er. A VA6AM 40m bandpass filter was placed 
inline when we were operating on 40m to knock 
down 20m harmonics. 


The setup with the speaker and the desk micro- 
phone again proved to work well for GO- 
TA. The coach and the student and those wait- 
ing for a turn can all hear the QSOs and, im- 
portantly, each other. The desk mic with its 
PTT button on the base is easy for newbies to 
activate and the coach can reposition the mic 
easily if needed. 


We had 11 individuals operate on the station. We 
finished the day with 48 QSOs.
